No. & Beacox, Sour Saxp—A cable’s length from 
No. 7, in 1 foot at low ‘water. This Beacon is white, 
having a St? Andrew’s{cross on @ pole as above de- 
scribed in No. 7. As thése Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended as marks for ¢rossing the Bar, they are here- 
after alluded to as the x Beacons. This Beacon (No.8) 
is not to be regarded in any way except to lead Vessels 
over the Bar in the ddepest,water. For Vessels of 
latge draught the x Beacons will be found invaluable, 
as by taking care to *port” sufficiently soon, after 
passing the black top buoy, so as to cross when ipa 
line, they will lead over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
22 feet at high water Spring Tides. In all other parts 
of the Channel much deeper water will be found. Af- 
ter the red top Beacon is brought in a line with the 
white Beacon (No, 6), the red top buoy may be with 
safety rounded, then steer ‘in direction for the white 
buoy, and from thence to the Ball Beacon on Garry 
Point.

All buoys on the North Sand, after entering the 
Channel with Vessels of large draught, should be pass- 
ed close onthe “port hand. Caution is hereby given 
that the Beacons constructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended as marks forthe Navigable waters of the 
Channel but to indigate the locality of the several 
buoys. 

The old white buoy) has been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on the spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Point, in 12 feet. at low water, which must be past 
by Vessels Entering the River on the starboard hand. 

By following the above directions Mariners will find 
the Channel well and clearly defined, and-with ordinary 
care a perfect stranger may navigate his Vessel with 
safety into Fraser River.

A very practical little hymn, which most of 

us have lisped at our mother’s knee, says : 
« For Satan finds some mischief still, 
For idle hands to do.” 

This séntiment would seem to apply with pe 
culiar seroqreares to some two or three idje 
fellows in“Cariboo, who appear to be afflicted 

with cacoethes scribendi, and who have a most con- 
genial medium for the indulgence of their mania 
in the cantankerots and inflammatory little 
sheet published at Barkerville. Did our multi- 
farious duties not forbid it would be a source of 
amusement at times to peruse some of these re- 
markable effusions. It will be recollected that 
we, a few weeks ago, very effectually refated cet- 
tain violent charges made against the Executive, | 
in a leading article in the Barkerville paper, for 
allowing the member for Cariboo West to retain 
his seat as.a popular member of the Legislature 
While in the Government employ. We alluded 


to the fact that the electors of that riding chose | 
Mr. Moberly for their representative at a time | 


when he was in the employ of Government, 
snd with a fall knowledge of that fact ; and that, 
therefore, although it was highly ieidesitabla that 
oné of the five independent seats should be filled 
by.la Government employee, yet the onus rested 
chiefly with those who knowingly and voluntari- 
ly. ‘placed Mr. Moberly in the Legislatare, at the 
same time intimating that if his constituents hon- 


plained of they had it in their own hands, ag we 
apprehended that anything like an organized and 
general appeal to the Governor for the removal 
of Mr. Moberly from the Legislative Council 
would receive immediate attention.. Our very 
moderate article appears to have seriously dis- 
turbed the bile of one of these idle scribblers 
who, over tlie convenient and artful nom de plume 
of “‘ An eléctor of Cariboo West,” after throwing 
off a torrent of foeted matter with which the cor- 
tespondence of the Sentinel is usually permeated, 
proceeds to misrepresent what we did say, pot 
Janguage ifto our mouth which we never xsed, 
and then gallantly challenges us to prove the 
truth of what we never asserted. We never said 
that Mr. Moberly had been, at the time\ of his 
election or at any subsequent period, sppointed 
* Assistant Surveyor General.” ‘What we seid 
wis that Mr. Moberly was at the time of his 
election in the Government employ, and that the 
electors of Cariboo West knew it ; and we have 
yet to learn that he is any more “a tightly 
bound official” now, than he was at that time. 


. As we have said; if the electors of Cariboo West 


“expected to carry any weight with the Executive, 


are honestly disirous of being represented by an 
independent colonist they have only to appeal to 
the Governor in the usual way in order to attain 
their object ; and if that course is not) adopted 
we must conclude that they are content to /be 
represented by a Government official. Seurri- 
lous misrepresentation, promulgated through an 
uoscrupalous and seditious sheet, can hardly be

The Municipal Council elect will meet and or- 
ize on Tuesday next, while the ontgoing one 
gill bold its last meeting on Monday evening. 
prmsy not be antiss upon this the eve of another 
ponicipal year to devote a: little consideration 
to the line of policy which we think onght to be 
parsaed by the new Council, Hitherto local 
taxation has been high ; last year it was especi- 
1 gly 0. - Property was assessed at its extreme 
yaloe, and in some instances, perhaps, 2 little 
peyond its value. Two per cent. upon the high 
gssessed value fell heavily upon -all classes, 
pat especialf¥ upon large holders, some of whom 
sresiso large improvers. In previous years 
puch of the city property was in the hands of’ 
ateentee speculators, and there was an. object 
ip putting on & good smart tax, so as to 
reach the brgeches pocket of those whose proper- 
1. ty was being increased:in value by the toil and 
the improvements of residents: . Now, however, 
Jess land is held by absentees, and, consequently, 
this motive for levying a high tax no longer ex- 
jst. To continue excessive taxation would be 
tocramp and retard enterprise, and discourage 
the investment of capital in the city. It is all 
very well to have a big.revénue to expend upon 
jocal improvements ; but,snow {that the most 
pressing works have been done, we see no: good 
reason why the burden should not be materially 
lightened. ‘Front-street,a work which is an 
honor to the city, has been completed, and hand- 
ed. over to. the Government, so that it will no 
longer be a drag upon the municipal treasury 
} Columbia-street west, has got the lion’s share of | 
%} jast year’s revenue, and will be in a tolerably 
réspectable shape when made the whole width 
down as far as Begbie-street, a work for which a 
sufficient balance remains in the treasury, and 
which, we presume, will be done at once. Col- 
umbis-street east, we must leave in the hands 
of the Government tobe completed with the re- 
sidoe of the Legislative grant.’ With these 
works completed. tlie front portion of the city 
vill present a very creditable appearance, and it 
is therefore, to the back streets that we hope to 
w the chief part of this year’s revenue devoted- 
. De owners of back lots have waited patiently, 
md now it.is their turn. Many of them have 
made extensive improvements, while others de- 
sire to do so, but are hindered by thé’ condition 
of the'streets and lanes. It is only“fair, there- 
fore, that those who bave been paying taxes for 
several years, without having a dollar expended 
in the neighborhood of: the property in. respect 
of which the taxes have been paid, should now 
receive some little consideration. So far as the 
tate of tax is concérned we should say that to 
take last year’s assessment roll, and levy there- 
omarate of one per cent., instead of two per 
eat. as hitherto, would be about the right thing. 
This would, of course, only produce half the re- 
vente of last year, and would necessitate consi- 
derable reduction in the working expenses of 
the Council, By reducing the Clerk’s salary to, 
ay $600, and practising the most rigid econo- 
ny in other matters, it might be possible to keep 
the working expenses down to one-fifth of the re- 
Yenue, which would certainly be doing very well. 
The amount thus left to be expended upon muni- 
4 cipal works would fail a little short of $4,000, a 
sum which, insignificant as it may appear, would 
accomplish a good deal, if judiciously expended 
in clearing back streets, and grading narrow 
roadways where most needed, but which wonld 
be completely lost in attempting any heavy work, 
such as would be required to be done upon Col- 
wmbia-street east. We-are disposed to think 
that in adopting’such a line of policy as that 
which we have briefly sketched out, the incoming 
Council would, in a very great measure, carry 
- Out the wishes of those whom they represent.

The following’ letter, written by Mr. Stone, 





Cunton, B.'C., August Tth, 1865. 

Eorror Barrise Coutasian-—lL arrived here, 
after an absence of 3 weeks, during which time 
I have been employed in carryipg Barnard’s Ex- 
press on its first trip to the miniyg camp on the 
Columbia. It is needless to say(that, as an ex- 
press messenger, I was well received ; joy filled 
the hearts of the hardy fellows who had struck 
their tents and made for so desolate a region. 
As there was not a cent in the crowd, the express 
trip, fingncially was a failure, so 1 made the best 
of it by giving the boys a free read of what wa 
going on in the outer world. 1 found all hands 
in first rate spirits ; none wete dejected or cast 
down, and confidence was as fully manifested in 
the richness of the diggings as it could be. 
“Old Texas,” well knqwn on Fraser River, says, 
‘“‘T would not take $10,000 and leave my claim 
unprospected ; and all I have in the world is a 
sack of flour and 5 Ibs. of bacon, and a Cayoosh 
at Colville.” 

There'are three creeks on the east side of Col- 
umbia River on which good prospects have been 
found.’ The lowest.down and -first struck is 
Carne’s, 12 miles above which is Downie’s (not 
the Major’s) and above that some 25 miles in 
is Gold Creek. On the two former small pros 
pects were found previous to the rise of water. 
The gold being coarse the miners were indac- 
ed to lay by to prospect more thoroughly when 
the water falls. Gold Creek, however, and its 
tributary, French Creek, are the favorites, good 
prospects of heavy, coarse gold having been 
found, Gold Creek heads into the Selkirk range 
at a point 300 miles above Colville, and 18 miles 
above the ‘‘ Rapids des Mortes,” and opens in- 
to a large basin which runs parallel with the 
mountain range into which a number of smaller 
creeks are emptying, one of which is French. On 
this creek 4 Frenchmen settled early this spring 
and sank a shaft 8 feét to the bed-rock, and took 
from it $16 from 11 pans of dirt. Their provisi- 
ons having run out, they came down for more, 
and on their return the water had risen so that 
they could not work., I met them again. going 
for provisions, and they expressed the greatest 
faith in the richness of the locality. The ground 
for 2 miles down is staked off: in spots;—the 
miners having selected the claims-by the pros- 
pect foand at high-water-mark, which pays from 
2c. to 3c. per pan. Part of the miners are en- 
gaged getting out luniber, and the others are 
-boating provisions up preparatory to commencing 
mining operations. The general impression is 
that the principal mines are at the Big Bend 
proper. This is not the case ; fair prospects can 
be had on the bars of the Columbia up to the 
commencement of tha bend, but there all trace of 
gold is lost. The gold of the bars, as well as 
that of the ereeks, is coarse and resembles Koo- 
tenay dust in appearance. As nearly as I could 
find out, there are 120 men on the different 
creeks, a large majority of whom are old Fraser 
River fifty-eighters ; and as a proot of the con- 
fidence felt, I may state that when I suggested 
to them the probability of their getting employ- 
ment (while waiting for the water to subside) on 
the proposed trail to/Shuswap Lake, they _repli-

Mr. Moberly seems 
alive to this necessity, and has sent a party over 
the line I took, being nearly on Turner’s line of 
October last. I am informed by an Indian that 
a band of 30 or 40 horses was driven over by In- 
dians from Kootenay, across the Selkirk range, 
and I saw their tracks and mannre on the top of 
the Gold range. I met Ladner on the 4th inst. 
with his goods in a boat on Shuswap Lake, and 
Smith a short distarice behind driving the mules 
along the lake shore. They will have tremen- 
dons difficulties to encounter in getting in, as 
there is not the sign of a trail. Mr. Ladner ac- 
companied me to the mines, however, and must 
be satisfied of their prospective richness or he 
would not risk his goods in there when he knows 
the men have not a dollar. The hordes of Chi- 
namen which went out by Hope, I am told, have 
settled low down oo the Colnmbia, near the 
mouth ‘of the Okanagan. I believe it is Mr. 
Barnatd’s intention to send out another express 
about the Ist of September. The Colambia is 
not navigable for steamers for 100 miles below
